Board approves 
study to move 


Health 
Department

Crawford County officials are studying 
plans to move District Health Department 
#10 and other county offices to the former 
Grayling Fish Hatchery building after vot- 
ers pulled the plug on a proposal to relocate 
the senior center to the historic building. 

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, at its monthly committee 
meetings last week, voted to pay $7,000 to 
Bradley Butcher and Associates, a Gaylord 
architectural firm, to determine if the 
District Health Department #10 offices 
could be relocated to the former fish hatch- 
ery building. Butcher will determine if the 
building is the right fit for health depart- 
ment, assess if it will work for the agency 
and can be remodeled and rehabilitated 
within the county's budget. 

The County Board approved the study to 
possibly move District Department #10 
offices to former fish hatchery building two 
days after voters gave a thumbs down to 
plans to relocate the Grayling Senior 
Center to the building.

COA studies 
senior center 


options 
Voters reject two 


proposals, lease 
increased 73 percent

Crawford County officials are looking at 
scaling back some Crawford County 
Commission on Aging services following a 
triple whammy of state budget cuts, an 
increased senior center lease and voters 
rejection of two proposals to relocate the 
senior center. 

Proposition One, which asked voters if 
Crawford County officials should issue 
$1.5 million in general obligation bonds 
which would have been used to build addi- 
tions and make renovations to the former 
Grayling Fish Hatchery Building, was 
rejected by a 716 no to 629 yes vote. The 
bonds issued would have been paid off over 
15 years out of Crawford County's general 
fund budget and would not have resulted in 
a tax increase to taxpayers. 

Proposition Two, which asked voters if 
Crawford County officials should borrow 
up to $2 million in general obligation tax 
bonds to build, equip and furnish a new 
senior center and Crawford County 
Commission on Aging (COA) offices on 

property located at 4895 West North Down 
River Road, also failed by a 948 no to 253 
vote,

Currently, District Health Department 
#10 operates in 1,200 square feet of space 
on Meadows Drive. Northern Lakes 
Community Mental Health is also located 
in the same facility. .

District Health Department #10, said the 
cramped quarters means limiting services 
offered. Currently, they can't do local hear- 
ing and vision screenings. The health 
department also can't offer multiple clinics, 
such as educating parents on the Women, 
Infant and Children Nutrition Program and

Two area roads to be rebuilt this fall

The Crawford County 
Road Commission has a 
7.4-mile, $1.3 million 
reconstruction project +, 
involving Wo roids, ' Chase" 
Bridge Road and Wakeley 
Bridge Road ~ scheduled 
for this fall. 

The project will be paid 
for using a variety of state 
and federal funding sources 
~ approximately $275,000 
in federal stimulus money, 
$790,000 in state Surface 
Transportation Program 
money, and $232,000 in 
economic development 
money. The Road 
Commission’s only costs in 
the project will be for engi- 
neering and inspections, 
said Don Babcock, 
Managing Director of the 
Crawford County Road 
Commission. 

Due to the nature of the 
funding sources, the 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation handled the 
bid process for the project. 

“We're hoping that we get 
a good price on it,” Babcock 
said last week. “There 
seems to be a lot of contrac- 
tors interested in it.” 

The bid was awarded and 
posted on Thursday, Aug. 6. 
Rieth-Riley of Prudenvilie, 


with a bid of approximately 
$1.3. million, will be the 
contractor for the project. 
Wakeley Bridge Road 
will be paved from M-72 to 


_ the bridge. This section of 
'roddway ‘ Was changea fi ftom 


pavement to gravel last year 
by the Road Commission 
due to safety issues and 
poor condition of the exist- 
ing asphalt surface. 

Chase Bridge Road will 
be ‘crushed, shaped; and

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MID AUGUST is a fine 
time for pondering such ran- 
dom ideas as Michigan toll 
roads, and prisons, and casi- 
nos, and such and stuff. 

* * * 

TOLL ROADS - 
Thoughts are stirring in sev- 
eral corners of Michigan 
about charging to drive on 
Michigan superhighways. 

The subject is toll roads, 
such as traverse neighboring 
states like Ohio and Indiana, 
and several others. 

That Michigan needs bet- 
ter highways is a given, but 
how do we pay for them? 
Higher taxes of any sort, 
including gasoline taxes, are 
anathema, but how do we 
get more money for better 
roads? 

Back in the 1950s, 
Michigan empowered a 
Turnpike Authority, to study 
pay-as-you-drive project 
somewhere between 
Brighton and Detroit, but 
the idea didn’t fly. Freeways 
were built instead, 

The Ohio turnpike con- 
nects the Pennsylvania turn- 
pike and the Indiana toll 
road, which reaches into 
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Random thoughts: Toll roads to where? 


Chicago, and several shorter 
stretches of pay-as-you- 
drive roads, 

Would a turnpike from 
Detroit to Chicago be feasi- 
ble, when the Ohio-India 
turnpike is just a few miles 
south, and an existing feder- 
al 1-94 already connects the 
two hubs? 

Could we go south-to- 
north, perhaps following the 
old US-27 roughly from the 
Indiana-Ohio border north 
to Mackinaw City and on to 
the Sault? 

In Michigan we already 
have designed and built 
some fine freeways that con- ° 
nect the most likely toll road 
routes. How can we connect 
the two opposite visions of 
highway travel? 

Will Michigan build new 
toll roads in the near future? 
Probably not. Will some 
present freeways become 
toll roads? That’s more like- 
ly. 

* * * 

PRISONS - To save 
money and help match state 
spending to state income, 
Michigan prisons have been 
a juicy target, and several 


sites have been closed or are 
due to close. 

Of course, that means 
jobs will be lost. Prisons 
don’t run themselves. 
People run prisons, and 
eliminating jobs provides 
the biggest prison savings in 
tax dollars. 

Michigan’s emptying 
prisons could be leased out 
to other public jurisdictions, 
thus saving Michigan jobs 
and perhaps even adding a 
bit to state government 
income. 

Most prominent in current 
discussion is housing feder- 
al prisoners now at 
Guantanamo Bay in Cuba in 
the closing maximum secu- 
rity prison in Standish. The 
idea is high on the list of 
federal possibilities. 

US Rep. Bart Stupak sev- 
eral months ago was herald- 
ing the idea of Michigan 
hosting Guantanamo prison- 
ers in emptied Upper 
Peninsula prisons. Now the 
focus is in Arenac County, 
on the southern tip of Mr. 
Stupak’s vast congressional 
district. 

Gov. Granholm has talked 


about using Michigan pris- 
ons to house inmates from 
Other states, particularly 
California, where a three- 
judge federal panel has 
ordered California to reduce 
its prison population from 
150,000 inmates to 110,000 


' inmates within two years 


because overcrowding now 
violates inmates’ constitu- 
tional rights. 

I suppose housing some 
of them in Michigan prisons 
would count for California, 
so that, too, is a possibility 
of using existing Michigan 
resources in a productive 
manner. 

Detractors of the 
Guantanamo switch warn 
that Michigan citizens and 

. property would be endan- 
gered because of the nature 
of the international terror- 
related prisoners involved. 

Personally I would keep a 
wary eye on California 
inmates, especially after the 
big prisoner riot at the 
Chino, CA maximum secu- 
rity prison last weekend 
which injured 250 inmates 
and sent 55 of them to the 
hospital. The Chino prison 


was overcrowded, too; it 
was built for 3,160 prisoners 
and now holds 5,900. 

Since Guantanamo has 
been used to house interna- 
tional terror-related prison- 
ers, no riots at all have been 
reported, so maybe those 
prisoners would be safer for 
Michigan communities than 
California inmates. 

The question keeps pop- 
ping into my mind, however, 
is why are we closing the 
Guantanamo prison any- 
way? As long as we're keep- 
ing the prisoners, why not 
clean up the jail and the 
process, and leave the pris- 
oners where they are? It 
probably would be. both 
safer and cheaper for tax- 
payers in the end.

Last week we studied 
Paul’s passion, prayer and 
purpose for evangelizing his 
own people. “I Brethren, my 
heart’s desire and prayer to 
God for Israel is, that they 
might be saved.” (Rom 10:1). 
This week we study the pro- 
fession, passion, and pre- 
cepts of a religious people 
who were still lost or 
unsaved. “2For I bear them 
record that they have a zeal 
of God, but not according to 
knowledge.” (Rom. 10:2). 
Religious zeal or fanaticism 
is not a proof of salvation. 
Many people are willing to 
fight and die for their reli- 
gion, but they are not saved. 
The cults are known for their 
zeal and fanaticism, but they 
are not saved. 

A profession of religion 
gives no assurance of a pos- 
session of faith. The 
Pharisees liked to pray in 
public; wear special religious 
clothing in public; make spe- 
cial public display of their 
alms giving; and give a 
boastful public testimony of 
their religion, but all their 
works were without faith. 
Jesus warned against their 
false profession in Matthew 
23:15: “15Woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hyp- 
ocrites! for ye compass sea 
and land to make one prose- 
lyte, and when he is made, ye 


make him twofold more the 
child of hell than your- 
selves.” 

A passion of religion gives 
no assurance of a possession 
of faith, “....they have a zeal 
of God...” Paul was a classic 
exaniple of such a Jew before 
his own conversion. “3] am 
verily aman which am a Jew, 
born in Tarsus, a city in 
Cilicia, yet brought up in this 
city at the feet of Gamaliel, 
and taught according to the 
perfect manner of the law of 
the fathers, and was zealous 
toward God, as ye all are this 
day.” (Acts 22:3). “l4And 
profited in the Jews’ religion 
above many my equals in 
mine own nation, being more 
exceedingly zealous of the 
traditions of my fathers.” 
(Gal 1:14), “10Which thing 
I also did in Jerusalem: and 
many of the saints did I shut 
up in prison, having received 
authority from the chief 
priests; and when they were 
put to death, I gave my voice 
against them.” (Acts 26:9), 
“6Concerning zeal, persecut- 
ing the church; touching the 
tighteousness which is in the 
law, blameless.” (Phil. 3:6).

District Health 
Department #10 is actively 
planning for a voluntary 
novel H1N1 influenza vac- 
cination campaign this fall. 
The U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) has 
taken steps to provide 
HINI vaccine to local 
health departments to help 


protect people from this 


type of flu. 

This past spring, novel 
influenza A (HIN1) virus 
emerged as a new type of 
flu. virus. In June, the 
World Health Organization 
(WHO) declared that a 
global pandemic was 
underway, based on wide- 
spread occurrence at that 
time, The virus has contin- 
ued to spread and persists 
today. CDC anticipates 
there will be increases in 
infections with HIN1 in 
the U.S. this fall and win- 
ter. Thus far, infections 
have been relatively mild, 
but flu viruses are con- 
stantly changing. The con- 
cem is that the new virus 
will mutate, causing severe 
illness in large numbers of 
people. 

Symptoms of novel 
HIN1 influenza are similar 
to those for seasonal flu, 


and it may be difficult to_ 


differentiate between the 
two. Taken together, both 
have the potential to cause 
significant illness with 
associated hospitalizations 
and deaths during the U.S. 
influenza season. 
Symptoms of both types 
of flu include fever, chills, 
cough, runny nose, 
headache, body aches, and 
fatigue. Prevention and 


treatment, are also the | 
same, 
involve use of antiviral 


Treatment may 


medications if prescribed 
by a health care provider. 
“You can help protect 
yourself from influenza 
infection with these per- 
sonal practices: 

Cover your nose and 


. mouth with a tissue when 


you cough or sneeze. 
Throw the tissue in the 
trash after you use it. 

Wash your hands often 
with soap and water, espe- 
cially after you cough or 
sneeze. Alcohol-based 
hand cleaners are also 
effective. 

Avoid touching your 
eyes, nose or mouth. 
Germs spread this way. 

Try to avoid close con- 
tact with sick people. 

If you are sick with flu- 
like illness, CDC recom- 


mends that you stay home 
for at least 24 hours after 
your fever is gone, except 
to get medical care or other 
necessities. 

Follow public health 
advice regarding additional 
infection control measures. 

Vaccination remains the 
single best way to prevent 
infection with the flu. The 
new HINI1 vaccine does 


not replace seasonal flu 


vaccine, and seasonal flu 
vaccine does not protect 
against H1N1 flu. The two 
vaccines are not the same 
Because enough H1N1 
vaccine may not initially 
be available for everyone, 
CDC is recommending 
that certain priority groups 
receive HINI vaccine 
before others. These are 
the same groups who have 
been the most severely 
affected by HIN1 infection 
to date, or who are most 
likely to spread it to others 
CDC priority groups 
include: pregnant women; 
people who live with or 
care for infants younger 
than six months of age; 
health care and émergency 
services personnel with 
direct patient contact; chil- 
dren six months through 
four years of age; and chil- 
dren ages five through 18 
years who have chronic 
health conditions that 
increase their risk of com- 
plications from flu, 
Once there is enough 
HINi vaccine, other 
groups of persons will be 


- offered the vaccine, with 


the goal of providing it to 
everyone,

The property is located 
across from the Grayling 
Fish Hatchery on the East 
Branch of the AuSable 
River. Approval of the mill- 
age would have meant an 
additional .27 mills, equal 
to 27 cents on every $1,000 
of real and tangible proper- 
ty in the county, would have 
been placed on tax bills of 
home owners and business 
owners for the next 20 
years. 

Crawford County 
Clerk/Register of Deeds 
Sandy Moore said that the 
special election will cost the 
COA $14,895.20, 

Last week, the Grayling 
Housing Commission 
increased its lease for the 
COA for senior center space 
from $28,208 to $47,916, 
which is a 73 percent 
increase. The Grayling 
Housing Commission over- 
sees the lease of affordable 
and low cost housing for 
apartments located around

Department of Housing and 
Urban Development had 
advised the COA Board that

use of the facility over two 
years ago. Federal officials 
also said the COA should 
have been paying rent.com- 
parable to other commercial 
properties in Grayling. 

Alice Snyder, executive 
director for COA, said they 
anticipated the lease would 
go up to cover the price of 
utilities and square footage 
the senior center utilizes, 
but had no communication 
on how much the lease 
would increase. 

The COA Board is sched- 
uled to meet at 2 p.m. on 


Wednesday, Aug. 12 at the 


Grayling Senior Center. 
Snyder said she is hopeful 
there is still opportunity to 
discuss the lease with the 
Grayling Housing 
Commission. 

“As far as the lease is con- 
cerned, I'm hoping that 
we're going to be able nego- 
tiate something,’ Snyder 
said. 

Snyder said it also time 
for the COA board to start 
working on its budget for 
the next fiscal year. She 
added that the agency has 
already received a $8,500 
state budget cut, which will 


have most of its impact on 
the home delivered meals 
program. | 

‘ County Commissioner 
Mike Lange, who also sits 
on the COA Board, said the 
hike in’ the senior center's 
lease may prompt a decreas- 
ing in congregate meals at 
the senior center, contract- 
ing for home delivered 
meals and providing only 
respite care and in home 
services for seniors with 
high needs. 

“It's going to biow a hole 
in the budget and basically 
the stuff that we're going to 
have to do away with is the 
frills,” Lange said. 

Compo said that cutting 
personnel and services not 
supported by state or feder- 
al funding would be the 
only way the COA could 
make up for the lease 
increase and any budget 
shortfalls. 

“To make an impact, 
they've got to cut programs 
that are not grant funded,” 
Compo said. 

Officials noted that the 
proposal supporting the sen- 
ior center to move to the 
fish hatchery passed in 
Beaver Creek Township, 
Lovells Township and 
Frederic Township. 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 
man of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissions, also pointed 
out that 1,425 voters, 13 
percent of the 11,219 voters 
registered to cast ballots in 
Crawford County, went to 
the polls to vote fast week, 
That is the exact amount of 
signatures gathered by sen-
